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The  Committee  of  Visitors  for  the  Three  Counties 
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|  Report,  conformably  with  provisions  of  the  Lunacy 
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Since  the  last  Report,  the  condition  of  the 
Asylum  has  been  satisfactory.  The  Patients  have 
been  entirely  free  from  any  epidemic  sickness  •  the 
deaths  which  have  occurred  have,  for  the  most 
part,  been  caused  from  natural  decay,  a  consider¬ 
able  number  having  died  within  a  short  time  of 
their  admission,  having  been  admitted  in  a  state 
of  great  debility.

The  prohibition  which  the  Committee  were 
obliged  to  send  to  the  several  Boards  of  Guardians 
on  the  25th  June,  1868,  against  receiving  any 
more  Patients  into  the  Asylum,  was  withdrawn 
on  the  23rd  January,  1869,  an  additional  20 
Patients  having  been  removed  to  the  Burntwood 
Asylum.  The  wards  are,  however,  again  becom¬ 
ing  crowded. 

The  New  Buildings,  to  which  the  several  Courts 
gave  their  sanction  at  the  Easter  Sessions  of  1868, 
and  the  plans  for  which  were  subsequently  sub¬ 
mitted  and  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State, 
have  not,  as  yet,  been  commenced.  This  delay 
is  owing  to  the  great  difficulty  which  has  arisen 
in  procuring  the  necessary  supply  of  water.  As 
was  mentioned  in  the  last  Report,  the  works  at 
the  New  Well  were  commenced  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Paten,  Well  Engineer  of  St.  Albans, 
in  April,  1868,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  a  Well 
had  been  sunk  to  the  depth  of  73  feet,  and  boring 
to  the  depth  of  300  feet,  having  passed  through —

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Tlie  Committee,  finding  that  although  the  sand 
had  been  penetrated  to  the  depth  of  more  than  40 
feet,  no  water  had  been  reached,  thought  it  desi¬ 
rable  to  have  further  advice.  The  names  of  three 
eminent  Engineers  were  brought  to  their  notice, 
and  they  selected  Mr.  S.  Hughes,  a  Civil  Engineer 
of  considerable  repute.  This  gentleman  accord¬ 
ingly  visited  the  Asylum,  and  drew  up  an  elabo¬ 
rate  and  most  able  report,  which  is  appended  to 
this.  In  consequence  of  this  Report,  fresh  con¬ 
tracts  were  made  with  Mr.  Paten,  first,  for  boring 
an  additional  50  feet,  which  was  completed  in  the 
month  of  June  last ;  and,  secondly,  after  another 
consultation  with  Mr.  Hughes,  for  boring  70  feet, 
unless  water  was  previously  found. 


This  latter  contract  continued  up  to  the  middle 
of  November,  when  Mr.  Hughes  again  met  the 
Committee,  and  reported  that,  after  a  careful 
examination  of  the  country  round  the  Asylum, 
and  also  of  some  new  wells  which  had  been  lately 
sunk  at  the  Coprolite  Works  at  Arlesey,  he  was 
of  opinion  that  water  had  been  reached,  but  there 
it  would  not  rise  to  a  higher  level  than  15  or  20 
feet  below  the  top  of  the  gault,  which  would  be 
from  50  to  70  feet  below  the  bottom  of  the  well. 
Mr.  Hughes  advised  the  Committee  to  lower  the 
well  to  that  depth,  when  he  expected  that  the 
quantity  of  water  found  to  exist  would  be  amply 
sufficient  to  enable  the  Committee  to  commence 
the  new  buildings. 
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The  expenses  in  carrying  on  this  work  having 
already  amounted  to  the  sum  of  £1,300,  the  maxi¬ 
mum  expense  originally  estimated,  and  as  the  cost 
of  the  work  now  proposed  is  estimated  at  from 
£250  to  £450,  the  Committee  took  some  time  in 
coming  to  any  decision.  An  adjourned  meeting 
was  held  on  the  3rd  December,  and,  after  a  long 
consultation,  the  Committee  decided  upon  adopting 
Mr.  Hughes7  suggestion.  A  contract  for  deepen¬ 
ing  the  well  has  accordingly  been  made  with  Mr. 
Paten,  it  having  been  first  submitted  to  Mr. 
Hughes  ;  and  the  Committee  trust  that  at  the 
Easter  Sessions  they  will  be  able  to  report  that  a 
sufficient  supply  of  water  exists,  and  that  the 
necessary  steps  have  been  taken  for  carrying  out 
the  proposed  enlargement. 

Mr.  Hughes7  second  report  is  also  appended. 

In  coming  to  this  decision,  the  Committee  saw 
the  only  other  alternative  was  to  abandon  the 
attempts  to  find  an  increased  supply  of  water. 
If  this  were  done,  a  new  Asylum  elsewhere  would 
have  to  be  built,  which  would  cause  a  very  much 
larger  outlay,  and  there  would  be  an  additional 
expense  in  working  a  separate  establishment,  or 
else  the  present  Institution  uniting  the  three 
Counties  would  have  to  be  broken  up. 

The  extra  cost  of  Maintenance  of  Patients  in 
other  Asylums  amounts  to  about  £780  per  annum, 
and  there  is  reason  to  expect  that  before  the  close 
of  another  year,  at  the  present  rate  of  increase 
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in  numbers,  it  will  be  necessary  to  remove  20 
more  Patients  at  a  further  additional  expense  of 
about  £260  per  annum. 

The  experiment  of  slaughtering  Stock  for  the 
use  of  the  Asylum,  instead  of  having  meat  sup¬ 
plied  by  contract,  has  been  so  far  successful  that 
the  plan  will  be  continued.  The  quality  of  the 
meat  has  been  very  superior  to  that  hitherto  sup¬ 
plied.  For  the  last  four  months  the  price  has 
been  at  the  rate  of  6fd.  per  lb. ;  during  the  pre¬ 
vious  months  of  the  year,  it  varied  from  6^d.  to 
85 d*  The  present  contract  prices  for  meat  sup¬ 
plied  to  the  Biggleswade  and  Bedford  Union 
Workhouses  are  as  follows  : — -

Officer’s  joints .  8Jd. 

A  dinner  of  excellent  Soup  with  Dumplings  is 
now  supplied  one  day  in  the  week,  in  lieu  of  a 
more  substantial  meat  dinner,  at  a  considerable 
saving,  and  the  health  of  the  Patients  is  generally 
improved.

This  average  Expenditure  cannot,  at  present, 
be  compared  with  tliat  in  other  Asylums  for  the 
year  1869,  but  on  comparing  the  Expenditure  of 
1868,  which  was  at  the  same  rate  with  the  Ex¬ 
penditure  in  the  45  other  County  and  Borough 
Asylums  of  England  and  Wales  in  that  year,  it 
was  found  to  be  9^d.  per  Patient  per  week  below 
the  general  average  in  such  Asylums. 


The  returns  from  the  Farm  and  Garden,  as 
made  up  to  Michaelmas,  show  a  considerable 
diminution  from  those  of  previous  years.  This 
is  accounted  for  by  the  severe  drought  of  the 
summer  of  1868,  and  the  consequent  deficiency  of 
the  Garden  produce.  The  yield  of  the  present 
season  being  much  better,  a  more  favourable 
result  is  anticipated. 


Every  effort  is  still  made  to  alleviate  the  nature 
of  the  complaint  with  which  the  Patients  are 
afflicted,  by  healthy  employments  and  recreation. 
About  74  males  are  employed  daily  about  the 
farm  and  workshops,  besides  59  in  the  wards,  &c.  ; 
and  180  females  are  employed  in  the  laundry  and 
other  household  work. 


In  addition  to  the  amusements  usually  adopted, 
Monthly  headings  have  been  commenced  this 
winter,  which  have  afforded  great  interest  to  both 
Patients  and  Attendants.  Mr.  Denne,  Mr.  Butt, 
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and  members  of  their  families  have  assisted,  as 
well  as  some  friends  in  the  neighbourhood. 

The  Lending  Library  also  continues  to  be 
much  resorted  to.  During  this  year  as  many  as 
3,796  volumes  have  been  issued.  This  Library  is 
still  under  the  management  of  the  Chaplain,  who 
in  this,  as  in  other  respects  more  appertaining  to 
his  office,  continues  his  labours  most  actively  and 
zealously.

The  Committee  have  again  much  pleasure  in  re¬ 
porting  their  full  confidence  in  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Denne, 
and  that  they  have  been  most  ably  supported 
by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  and  other 
Officers,  as  well  as  by  the  Attendants,  both  male 
and  female.  They  also  wish  to  express  their 
high  sense  of  the  able  and  valuable  services  of 
their  Clerk,  Mr.  Butler,  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
Asylum,  Mr.  Lester. 

In  consequence  of  the  death  of  several  of  the 
original  Trustees  of  the  Asylum  property,  the 
following  Justices  were  appointed  in  May  last  to 
act  jointly  with  J.  M.  Heathcote,  Esq.,  the  sur¬

The  Committee  cannot  close  their  Report  with¬ 
out  expressing  their  deep  sense  of  the  loss  which 
the  Three  Counties  Asylum  has  sustained  by  the 
lamented  death  of  Mr.  Marlborough  Pryor,  on 
the  5th.  February  last.  He  was  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  from  the  opening  of  the  Institution 
until  his  death,  and  the  present  satisfactory  state 
of  the  Asylum  is,  in  a  great  measure,  due  to  the 
constant  care  and  attention  which  he  at  all  times 
bestowed  on  its  interests.  His  loss  has  been 
much  felt,  not  only  by  the  Visitors,  but  by  the 
Officers  and  Attendants. 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  having  paid  their 
annual  visit  as  late  as  the  10th.  of  the  present 
month,  their  report  has  not  as  yet  been  submitted 
to  the  Committee.  It  will,  however,  be  added  to 
the  Appendices , which  will  also  contain  the  Reports 
of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  and  the  Chaplain, 
together  with  the  usual  Abstract  of  Accounts, 
and  other  papers  and  statements  ;  these  will  be 
furnished  to  the  several  Magistrates  of  the  Three 
Counties  previous  to  the  Easter  Sessions.

Asylum i,  at  Arlesey. 


Sir, 

In  pursuance  of  your  instructions  dated  22nd  January  instant, 
I  have  examined  the  present  well  and  boring  at  Arlesey,  and 
now  beg  to  report  as  follows  : — 

According  to  a  section  received  from  you,  an  open  well  has 
been  sunk  through  loam  and  sand,  chalk  and  gravel  to  a  depth  of 
73  feet,  and  at  the  bottom  of  this  well,  a  boring  has  been  made 
through  gault  and  lower  green  sand  to  a  depth  of  302  feet,  making 
a  total  depth  from  surface  of  ground  to  end  of  the  bore  hole  equal 
to  373  feet. 

I  am  requested  to  state  my  opinion  whether  a  supply  of  water 
could  be  obtained  either  by  driving  adits  from  the  well  already 
formed,  or  by  increasing  the  depth  of  the  boring. 
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First.  As  to  Driving  Adits.  This  is  an  expedient  fre¬ 
quently  adopted  when  a  natural  subterranean  water  level  has 
been  reached,  and  it  often  serves,  by  connecting  the  fissures  and 
opening  a  passage  for  water  more  or  less  pent  up,  to  collect  a  con¬ 
siderable  volume  of  water  for  which  the  adits  act  as  a  sort  of 
reservoir,  and  thus  a  plentiful  supply  of  water  is  frequently 
secured.  But  I  am  of  opinion  that  in  this  peculiar  case,  adits 
would  be  perfectly  useless  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  anything 
like  a  constant  supply  of  30,000  gallons  a  day,  which  quantity,  I 
understand,  will  be  required  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

In  the  first  place,  the  well  is  sunk  on  a  mere  spur  or  irregular 
projection  of  the  chalk. 

Secondly.  The  bottom  of  the  chalk  appears  from  the  section 
to  have  been  reached  at  a  depth  of  only  40  feet  lrom  the  surface. 

Thirdly.  There  is  nothing  to  show  that  any  line  of  satura¬ 
tion  exists  in  the  chalk  at  this  high  level,  and  certainly  few  of 
the  conditions  prevail  which  would  give  rise  to  springs  in  this 
particular  position. 

On  the  whole,  therefore,  I  am  of  opinion  that  neither  sinking 
wells  nor  driving  adits  in  this  particular  part  of  the  chalk  will 
produce  anything  but  a  very  limited  supply  ol  water,  probably 
not  exceeding  eight  or  ten  thousand  gallons  a  day. 

Second.  As  to  Increased  Depth  of  Boring.  There  can 
be  no  doubt  as  a  theoretical  and  geological  question,  that  a  plen¬ 
tiful  supply  of  water  ought  to  be  obtained  by  sinking  through 
the  gault  clay  and  boring  into  the  lower  green  sand.  In  fact, 
many  geologists  would  have  expected  to  meet  with  an  abundant 
supply  of  water,  even  at  less  depth  than  the  present  bore  hole, 
which  is  already  sunk  to  a  lower  depth  than  the  mean  sea-level. 

In  point  of  fact,  the  lower  green  sand  which  occupies  on  the 
average  a  belt  ol  about  two  and  a  half  miles  wide  from  Leighton 
Buzzard  to  beyond  Cambridge,  has  its  first  natural  drainage  in

the  valley  of  the  Ivel,  by  Shefford  and  Biggleswade  to  St.  Neots, 
while  its  lowest  drainage  is  in  the  Fens  beyond  Cambridge, 
perhaps  30  feet  above  mean  sea-level.  Therefore  the  line  of  satu¬ 
ration  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Arlesey  should  be  considerably 
above  the  sea-level,  and  probably  inclines  very  gradually  towards 
Cambridge,  at  the  rate  of  about  three  feet  a  mile. 

Hence  the  water  should  have  been  found  at  Arlesey  very  soon 
after  reaching  the  lower  green  sand.  Of  course  there  was  no 
chance  of  finding  any  volume  of  water  in  the  impervious  gault, 
but  when  the  green  sand  is  fairly  reached,  the  water  certainly  ought 
not  to  be  far  off.  According  to  the  Section,  34  feet  of  lower  green 
sand  have  already  been  passed  through,  but  I  am  inclined  to 
think,  from  examining  the  specimens  brought  up  from  the  boring, 
that  about  13  feet  ot  this  is  still  gault,  and  the  remaining  19  feet 
consist  probably  of  sand  considerably  indurated,  so  as  to  oppose 
considerable  resistance  to  the  passage  of  water. 

I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  there  is  still  every  probability 
of  water,  by  increasing  the  depth  of  the  boring.  As  the  lower 
green  sand  is  of  considerable  thickness — probably  not  less  than 
400  feet  there  would  be  no  reason  for  despair,  even  if  the  bore 
hole  failed  to  produce  water  at  another  100  feet  of  depth. 

Nature  of  the  Lower  Green  Sand.  This  important 
formation,  which  has  been  most  thoroughly  investigated  in  the 
South  of  England,  is  there  capable  of  a  threefold  division.  The 
top  consists  of  sand  and  sandstone,  white,  brown,  or  red, 
according  to  the  degree  in  which  it  may  be  coloured  by  the  oxide 
of  iron. 

This  upper  part  will  probably  not  be  less  than  80  feet  thick, 
and  has  only  just  been  reached  by  the  boring. 

The  middle  division,  probably  about  100  feet  thick,  consists  of 
a  retentive  stratum,  with  a  much  less  sandy  character  than  the 
rest  of  the  formation,  and  capable  both  of  throwing  out  springs 
and  damming  back  water. 
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The  lowest  division  which  here  rests  on  the  Oxford  clay  (the 
upper  member  of  the  oolite  formation  being  wanting)  consists 
probably  of  more  than  200  feet  in  thickness,  and  is  again  a  for¬ 
mation  of  sand  and  sandstone,  with  a  little  more  calcareous 
matter  than  the  upper  division,  but  still  sufficiently  porous  to 
allow  the  free  percolation  of  water. 

It  is  in  this — the  lowest  member  of  the  lower  green  sand — 
that  a  geologist  would  naturally  look  for  che  most  plentiful  sup¬ 
ply  of  water — a  supply  far  exceeding  that  which  would  ever  be 
necessary  for  the  Asylum. 

I  have  already  said  the  upper  division  of  the  lower  greensand 
into  which  the  boring  tools  have  penetrated  only  about  20  feet, 
consists  probably  of  80  feet  in  thickness,  mostly  ot  sand  and 
sandstone. 

But  even  in  this  80  feet  there  is  usually  found  interposed  a  bed 
of  fuller’s  earth,  such  as  that  which  is  procured  at  Woburn  and 
other  parts,  of  the  same  formation.  If  this  bed  be  present  at 
Arlesey,  it  must  soon  be  reached,  and  it  is  very  possible  that  on 
penetrating  this  bed,  a  very  copious  spring  would  be  reached, 
which  would  rapidly  rise  in  the  bore-hole.*

Causes  which  may  interfere  with  the  supply  of  Water. 
The  time  I  have  had  tor  examining  the  lowei  green  sand  here  has 
been  so  short,  that  I  think  it  right  to  point  out  a  few  circum¬ 
stances  which  might  be  found  to  interfere  with  the  supply. 

First.  I  believe  a  considerable  part  of  the  lower  green  sand 
extending  past  Shefford  and  Biggleswade,  in  a  north-easterly

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rj  direction,  is  considerably  overlaid  by  drift  and'detrital  matter, 

[  which  might,  to  a  certain  extent,  prevent  the  penetration  of 
r  water. 

Second.  The  lower  green  sand  may  be  affected  by  faults, 

|  which  interfere  with  the  underground  How  of  water. 

If  this  project  had  admitted  of  sufficient  time  before  the  present 
I  Well  was  undertaken,  I  think  an  examination  of  the  district  would 
e  have  been  advisable,  especially  on  these  two  points. #  It  would 
s  have  been  very  desirable,  for  instance,  to  have  thoroughly 
i  examined  the  valley  of  the  “Ivel,”  north  of  Biggleswade,  and  thence 
:  across  in  a  north-westerly  direction,  between  Great  Barford  and 
f  Willington,  as  such  a  line  would  pass  at  right  angles  across  the 
i  strike  of  the  lower  green  sand,  and  would  have  afforded  useful 
j  information  as  to  the  covering  of  drift  and  the  occurrence  of  faults. 

Considering,  however,  the  expense  which  has  already  been  in- 
ij  curred  in  sinking  the  new  Well  and  boring,  I  am  of  opinion,  that 

if  the  doubts  of  success  were  even  more  formidable  than  they 

are,  the  boring  should  still  be  persevered  in,  accompanied  at  the 
i  same  time  by  a  close  examination  of  the  materials  brought  up 
;  by  the  augur,  so  as  to  be  satisfied  that  they  correspond  (as  they 

j  appear  to  do  at  present)  with  the  normal  constitution  of  the 

:  lower  green  sand.

Since  the  date  of  my  last  Eeport,  I  have  attentively  examined 
the  outcrop  of  the  lower  green  sand  from  Ampthill  to  Sandy, 
and  have  gone  over  a  considerable  part  of  the  gault  formation 
between  Hitchin  and  Biggleswade,  and  examined  it  from  east 
to  west  between  Silsoe  and  Arlesey. 

I  have  examined  the  heights  at  which  the  water  stands  in 
wells  sunk  at  Sandy  and  Old  Warden,  have  witnessed  the  over¬ 
flowing  Artesian  wells  in  Wrest  Park,  and  ascertained  the 
heights  at  which  the  water  is  found  in  the  Coprolite  workings 
at  Stondon,  Shillington,  and  South-end  Arlesey,  and  in  the 
public  well  at  Arlesey  Bury,  I  am  of  opinion  after  these  exami¬ 
nations  that  the  permanent  level  of  the  water  in  the  Boring  at 
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Arlesey  will  be  found  at  from  12  to  20  feet  below  the  top  of 
the  gault  formation. 

There  is  some  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  point  at  which 
the  chalk  marl  ceases  and  the  gault  begins. 

In  the  section  of  the  well  originally  furnished  to  me  by 
Mr.  Paten,  the  depth  to  the  gault  is  shown  as  47  feet,  and  the 
thickness  of  the  gault  is  represented  as  284  feet. 

I  am,  ho  wever,  of  opinion  this  thickness  of  284  feet  includes 
about  80  feet  of  chalk  marl,  and  that  the  real  depth  to  the 
top  of  the  gault  is  not  less  than  127  feet. 

I  am,  therefore,  led  to  conclude  that  the  level  of  the  water 
from  the  lower  greensand  is  now  standing  in  the  Arlesey  well 
at  from  12  to  20  feet  below  this  depth  of  127  feet ;  namely,  at 
from  139  to  147  feet  below  surface  of  ground. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  recommended  verbally  on  the 
26th  November  last  that  the  present  shaft,  which  is  73  feet 
deep,  should  be  further  deepened  something  between  50  and 
100  feet ;  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  within  these  limits  the 
wmter  of  the  lower  green  sand  will  be  found  in  sufficient 
quantity  to  supply  the  Asylum. 

I  understand  the  Committee  have  directed  Mr.  Paten  to 
sink  the  present  well  to  a  further  depth  of  75  feet,  making  a 
total  well  depth  of  147  feet.  At  this  depth  I  believe  the  water 
of  the  lower  green  sand  will  be  reached. 

The  well  at  this  depth  will  undoubtedly  serve  as  an  under¬ 
ground  reservoir  for  the  water  derived  from  the  chalk  springs, 
although  it  very  probably  will  not  be  deep  enough  to  store 
much  water  from  the  lower  green  sand. 

The  adjacent  Coprolite  workings  and  the  public  well  at 
Arlesey  Bury,  are  sunk  in  ground  which  lies  about  120 ' 


feet  below  tlie  Asylum.  These  wells  are  usually  sunk  40  or  50 
feet  into  the  gault  and  in  all  cases  the  bore  holes  penetrate  the 
lower  green  sand.  Now  the  sinking  at  Arlesey,  to  correspond 
with  these,  should  reach  170  feet  below  the  surface. 

However,  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the  sinking  to  147 
feet  now  ordered  may  not  be  sufficient,  and  as  the  determina¬ 
tion  of  this  question  somewhat  depends  on  the  level  at  which 
the  gault  formation  is  reached  in  the  boring,  I  think  the  de¬ 
cision  last  arrived  at  by  the  visitors  as  to  the  depth  of  sinking 
is  very  judicious  under  the  circumstances. 

As  the  well  is  now  to  be  sunk  through  some  very  interesting 

beds  embraced  by  the  75  feet  in  question,  it  would  be  well  to 

to  make  minute  observations  on  the  material  brought  up  from 

the  excavation.  This  will  not  only  be  interesting  geologically, 

but  may  be  of  great  practical  value  in  saving  unnecessary 

expense,  as  it  is  difficult  to  say  within  some  30  or  40  feet  at 

what  level  the  water  will  reallv  be  reached.

Upon  our  visit  to-day,  we  have  inspected  the  Asylum  in  its 
several  departments,  including  the  Offices  and  Workshops, 
and  with  the  exception  of  1  man  and  1  women  (absent  on 
trial)  have  seen  all  the  Patients. 

The  following  tabular  Statement  shews  the  changes  in  the 
Patients  since  the  last  visit  bv  Members  of  our  Board,  13th  of 
November,  1868,  and  their  present  numbers.

The  rate  of  Mortality  has  been  rather  high,  being  upwards 
of  12  per  cent,  upon  the  average  number  resident.  There  has, 
however,  been  no  disorder  of  an  epidemic  character.  The 
Deaths  have  been  all  assignable  to  chronic  forms  of  disease 
ordinary  in  Asylums,  more  especially  Pulmonary  Consumption^ 
Epilepsy,  and  the  various  kinds  of  Paralysis  from  brain  affec- 
i:  tions. 
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The  Patients  last  registered  as  under  Medical  treatment  for 
bodily  ailments  were  17  in  the  male  division,  and  16  in  the 
female.  There  are  at  present  in  the  Asylum  large  numbers  of 
feeble  and  infirm  cases,  and  we  found  in  bed  12  of  the  male 
and  19  of  the  female  sex,  all  but  three  of  the  latter  being  in 
the  Infirmary. 

We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  personal  condition 
and  demeanour  of  the  Patients  of  both  sexes,  and  all  classes. 
They  were  free  from  excitement,  and  none  made  any  complaints 
on  the  score  of  treatment. 


According  to  the  Medical  Journal,  the  Patients  secluded  since 
the  last  visit  have  been  21  of  each  sex,  the  male  Patients  having 
been  secluded  altogether  on  101,  and  the  female  on  48  occasions

The  proportion  of  the  Patients  who  attend  Divine  Service 
in  the  Chapel  is  still  very  small,  and  much  below  that  in  most 
other  County  Asylums.  We  were  furnished  by  the  Chaplain 
with  a  statement  showing  that  the  largest  congregation  on  the 
Sunday  prior  to  our  visit  did  not  include  as  many  as  150 
Patients,  whilst  the  Chapel  is  estimated  to  accommodate  380 
persons. 

The  Patients  who  receive  the  Holy  Communion  are  2  in  the 
male,  and  15  in  the  female  division. 

The  Chaplain  also  holds  a  Bible  class,  which  is  attended  by 
12  male  and  26  female  Patients. 
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There  appears  to  be  a  great  deficiency  in  the  distribution 
and  supply  of  Newspapers  and  Illustrated,  and  other  enter¬ 
taining  Periodicals,  of  which  we  observed  very  few  in  the 
Wards. 

The  associated  Entertainments,  consisting  of  fortnightly 
Dances,  and  occasional  Readings  and  Dramatic  and  Musical 
performances,  are  stated  to  be  attended  by  about  60  male,  and 
120  female  Patients. 

We  recommend  the  introduction,  more  especially  in  the 
male  Wards,  of  some  good  Bagatelle  Boards. 

We  found  the  Day  Rooms,  Corridors,  and  Dormitories,  and 
the  Beds  and  Bedding  throughout  the  Asylum  very  clean,  and 
in  the  best  order.  As  respects  the  Beds  and  Bedsteads,  and 
in  reference  to  the  observations  thereon  in  the  last  Report,  we 
have  satisfaction  in  stating  that  the  Hair  Mattrasses  through¬ 
out  both  Divisions  of  the  Asylum  have  been  re-stuffed,  and 
that  canvas  stretchers  are  in  course  of  being  substituted  for 
wooden  laths. 

According  to  a  Return  furnished  to  us,  as  many  as  73 
Patients  (47  of  the  male,  and  26  of  the  female  Patients)  at  pre¬ 
sent  sleep  on  straw  beds,  and  we  were  informed  that  the 
Patients  who  soiled  or  wetted  their  beds  during  the  night 
before  our  visit  were  30  in  the  male  division,  and  15  in  the 
female.  We  trust  that  continued  efforts  will  be  made  to  reform 
the  habits  of  the  Patients  of  that  class,  and  that  the  use  of 
straw  beds  will  be  gradually  discontinued.  The  suggestion 
made  at  the  last  visit  of  the  provision  of  low-padded  bed¬ 
steads  for  epileptics,  many  of  whom  previously  slept  upon 
beds  on  the  floor,  has  been  carried  out. 

Tbe  Dinners  to-day  consisted  of  meat  pie,  which  was  of 
very  good  quality,  and  well  served. 

In  reference  to  out- door  exercise,  we  are  informed  that  the 
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Patients  who  walk  from  time  to  time  beyond  the  Asylum 
Estate  average  in  number  70  on  the  male  side  and  150  on  the 
female. 

We  regret  to  state  that  nothing  has  as  yet  been  done  to 
improve  the  character  of  the  Airing  Courts  appropriated  to 
the  Patients  in  the  worst  Wards,  Nos.  5  and  6  in  the  respec¬ 
tive  divisions. 

They  are  as  before,  small  and  confined,  with  reference  to 
the  number  of  Patients,  utterly  bare  and  cheerless  (without 
turf  or  plant)  and  calculated  to  engender  and  perpetuate 
disorderly  and  destructive  habits  in  the  Patients,  as  many  as  70 
of  whom  on  the  male  side,  and  40  on  the  female,  never  walk  be¬ 
yond  their  limits.  We  trust  that  no  further  delay  will  take  place 
in  carrying  out  their  contemplated  extension  and  improve¬ 
ment. 

The  means  hitherto  adopted  with  a  view  to  remedy  the 
deficiency  in  the  Water  supply  have  not  yet  proved  successful. 
Although  the  bore  hole  has  been  deepened  altogether  to  392 
feet  below  the  bottom  of  the  well  (of  72  feet  depth)  the 
yield  is  less  than  it  was  a  year  ago.  It  is  hoped,  however, 
that  by  the  steps  now  in  progress  of  being  taken  under  the 
advice  of  a  Civil  Engineer,  a  good  supply  of  W ater  will  be 
ultimately  obtained :  in  the  meantime  great  inconvenience 
continues  to  be  felt,  and  the  bathing  arrangements  especially 
are  in  consequence  necessarily  most  inefficient  and  objection¬ 
able.  It  is,  as  we  are  informed,  owing  to  the  failure  of  the 
Water  supply,  and  the  uncertainty  and  anxiety  thereby 
involved,  that  the  Committee  of  Visitors  have  not  yet  autho¬ 
rised  a  commencement  of  the  building  of  the  additions  to  the 
Asylum,  for  which  the  plans  were  approved  by  the  Secretary 
of  State  more  than  a  year  ago. 

The  necessity  for  additional  accommodation  is  very  pressing. 
Almost  all  the  Dormitories  and  Day  rooms  are  overcrowded, 
and  58  Patients  belonging  to  the  three  United  Counties  are 
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at  other  Asylums,  viz.,  38  at  the  new  Staffordshire  Asylum  at 
Burntwood,  at  a  weekly  charge  of  14s.  per  head,  and, 20  at 
Eisherton  House  at  13s.  6d.,  whilst  the  present  weekly  charge 
here  is  9s. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Denne  continue  to  devote  their  best  energies 
towards  promoting  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  Patients 
and  the  welfare  of  the  Institution ;  and  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officer,  Hr.  Mickley,  appears  to  be  very  zealous  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  his  duties.

To  the  Commit ee  of  Visitors  of  the  Three  Counties  Asylum. 
Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Tentli  Annual  Report  of  this 
Asylum. 

The  number  of  Patients  in  the  Asylum  on  the  31st  of 
December  was  509,  viz.,  248  males,  and  281  females,  including 
1  male,  and  4  females,  absent  on  trial. 

The  admissions  during  the  year  have  been  148,  viz.,  85 
males  and  83  females  (of  these  no  less  than  56  were  reported 
to  have  a  suicidal  tendency)  making  the  total  number  under 
treatment  653,  the  daily  average  being  243  males,  and  264 
females ;  or,  of  both  sexes,  507. 

The  discharges  have  been  74,  viz.,  30  males,  and  44  females  ; 
of  these,  57  were  recovered,  16  relieved,  and  1  not  improved. 

The  deaths  in  the  same  period  have  been  70,  viz.,  29  males, 
and  41  females.  The  causes  of  death  will  be  found  in  table  5. 

One  Coroner’s  Inquest  was  holden  cn  the  case  of  J.  E.,  a 
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male  Patient,  who  had  inflicted  a  slight  wound  in  his  throat 
with  the  point  of  a  pair  of  scissors,  lent  him  for  the  purpose 
of  cutting  his  nails,  which  he  had  always  been  accustomed  to 
do  himself  for  years.  This  Patient  had  been  confined  to  his 
bed  for  several  months  with  pulmonary  consumption,  of  which 
he  was  hourly  expected  to  die.  He  had  been  employed  in  the 
garden  during  the  summer  months,  pruning  trees,  &c  ,  for  13 
years,  and  had  never  shewn  any  suicidal  tendency.  The  verdict 
returned  was,  “  died  from  natural  causes.” 

The  casualties  have  been  rather  more  numerous  than  here¬ 
tofore,  and  verifying  what  I  stated  in  my  report  of  1864,  that 
the  bones  of  the  insane,  particularly  of  the  paralysed  and 
epileptic,  wTere  more  than  ordinarily  fragile.  There  has  been 
this  year  cases  of  fracture  of  bones  of  the  arms,  clavicles, 
and  ribs,  all  of  which  there  was  ample  evidence  to  shew  hap¬ 
pened  during  the  ordinary  movements  of  life.  Two  cases  of 
much  interest  have  been  recorded  this  year  which  are  worthy 
of  mention,  viz.,  E.  IX,  setat  18,  a  puerpural  case,  with  some 
pulmonary  disease,  became  epileptic  in  March,  and  in  the 
beginning  of  April,  although  under  strict  surveillance,  in  one 
of  her  fits  caught  the  third  of  her  tongue  between  her  teeth, 
and  so  completely  separated  it,  that  it  was  easily  removed  by 
the  fingers  ;  and  some  weeks  afterwards,  when  in  a  state  of 
extreme  debility,  she  pulled  out  seven  of  her  teeth  with  her 
fingers  alone.  It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  she  ultimately 
recovered,  and  is  now  discharged  on  trial.  The  other  case, 
S.  M.,  so  often  mentioned  as  being  epileptic,  hysterical,  and 
suicidal,  had  for  nearly  two  months  a  spasmodic  affection  of 
the  pharynx,  so  that  she  could  not  swallow  one  drop  of  fluid, 
and  the  only  resource  to  sustain  her  was  left  in  enemata,  which 
kept  her  alive  until  the  spasm  was  subdued,  and  she  is  now 
restored  to  her  usual  state. 

In  the  third  week  in  January,  there  was  scarcely  an  epilep¬ 
tic  in  the  house  that  had  not  a  fit,  and  many  of  them  an 
extraordinary  number.  Why  this  peculiarity  in  this  disease 
should  have  taken  place  just  then  there  is  no  evidence  to 
shew,  either  atmospheric  or  otherwise. 
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The  Entertainments  havm  been  varied  this  year  by  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  Reading,  Music,  and  Singing,  by  the  Officers.,  and 
their  friends,  to  a  very  large  number  of  Patients,  and  as  many 
of  the  attendant  friends  as  the  room  would  accommodate.  All 
the  other  amusements  and  recreations  had  been  carried  out 
with  the  same  spirit  as  in  former  years. 

The  health  of  the  Patients  throughout  the  year  has  been 
remarkably  good,  and  free  from  any  epidemic. 

The  purchasing  of  fat  stock,  and  slaughtering  it  at  home, 
has  been  carried  out  for  more  than  fifteen  months,  and  the 
improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  meat,  has  been  so  generally 
appreciated  by  the  Patients,  that  they  often  make  a  volun¬ 
tary  statement  that  there  is  really  no  room  for  complaint. 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  visited  the  Asylum  on  the 
9th  of  December,  and  left  a  favorable  record  of  their  visit. 

Before  I  close  my  Report,  I  cannot  but  mention  the  loss  I 
have  sustained  by  the  death  of  onr  late  Chairman,  Marl¬ 
borough  Pryor,  Esq.,  who,  from  the  very  commencement  of  this 
Asylum,  always  exerted  himself  to  the  utmost  for  the  welfare 
of  the  Institution.  His  kind  manner,  and  general  warmth  of 
feeling  towards  the  Patients,  has  left  a  memory  which  will 
not  easily  be  effaced.  Eor  myself,  I  have  to  lament  one  of 
the  best  and  warmest  friends,  who  was  ever  ready  and  able  to 
give  me  his  counsel  and  help  in  all  difficulties,  as  well  as 
cheering  me  with  his  presence  in  the  lighter  work  of  the 
Asylum. 

With  my  thanks  to  the  Officers  and  Servants  for  the  ready 
aid  they  have  always  afforded  me  ;  and  I  beg  to  conclude^ with 
my  grateful  acknowledgements  for  the  kindness  and  consi¬ 
deration  you  have  bestowed  upon  me.

REFORT  OF  THE  CHAPLAIN. 


To  the  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  Three  Counties  Asylum. 
Gentlemen, 

The  tables  annexed  to  this  Report,  which  I  have  now  the  honor 
to  lay  before  you,  will  show  the  average  number  of  Patients  who 
have  attended  Chapel,  the  Bible  Class  and  Holy  Communion 
during  the  year,  and  also  the  number  of  Lending  Library  books 
which  have  been  in  circulation.  The  average  attendance  at  Chapel 
has  consisted  of  70  males  and  78  females,  making  a  total  of  148 
Patients  at  the  morning  services  5  and  38  males  and  68  females, 
making  a  total  of  106  Patients  in  the  evening. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  year,  subsequently  to  my  making  this 
return,  there  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  attendance  of  fe¬ 
male  Patients,  so  that  I  trust  to  be  able  to  give  a  larger  return  in 
my  next  Report. 

The  services  are  very  much  valued  by  all  who  are  in  the  habit  of 
attending,  if  we  may  judge  correctly  from  the  remarks  which  are 
continually  being  made  by  the  patients  themselves,  and  from  their 
strict  regularity  in  their  attendance  5  and  since  those  of  varied  reli¬ 
gious  opinions  are  amongst  themost  frequent  comers,  whatever  may 
be  the  cause  of  the  smallness  of  the  numbers,  I  do  not  think  it  can 
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be  referred  to  any  objection  to  the  order  of  our  services  The  Atten¬ 
dants’  wives  and  families,  and  others  connected  with  the  Asylum, 
form  part  of  our  congregation  3  so  that  altogether  we  have  about 
250  present  at  our  morning  service,  and  about  200  at  the  evening 
every  Sunday.  The  daily  services  are  very  fairly  attended.  The  sing¬ 
ing  classes  have  been  continued  on  Wednesdavs  and  Fridavs 
throughout  the  year,  one  for  the  choir  alone,  which  is  composed  of 
Attendants  and  others,  and  the  other  for  the  choir  and  those  Patients 
who  desire  to  attend.  Great  care  is  taken  to  render  the  Musical 
part  of  our  Services  as  hearty  and  as  devotional  as  possible. 

The  average  attendance  at  the  Bible  Class,  which  is  held  every 
Wednesday  afternoon,  has  been  very  fair  this  year,  the  numbers 
being  12  males,  and  26  females.  Many  of  those  who  were  in  the 
habit  of  attending  have  been  discharged,  but  on  the  other  hand, 
28  new  names  have  been  added  to  my  list,  since  my  last  report. 
There  is  the  same  amount  of  interest  taken  by  the  Patients  in 
these  classes  as  I  have  formerly  observed,  and  many  of  them  evi¬ 
dently  take  great  delight  in  them. 

The  Lending  Library  is  distributed  after  the  Bible  Class  is  over 
but  it  is  not  limited  to  that  time,  for  I  often  change  books  in  my 
visits  to  the  wards  and  at  other  times  whenever  Patients  apply  for 
them.  The  distribution  this  year  has  been  very  large,  no  fewer 
than  3,796  vols.,  have  been  in  circulation,  giving  an  average  per 
week  of  73,  and  per  month  of  316  vols.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
from  this  return  that  the  Library  continues  to  be  much  appre¬ 
ciated.  I  have  abstained  for  some  time  past  from  placing  Library 
books  in  the  wards,  for  the  use  of  Patients  indiscriminately,  for  I 
discovered  so  many  lost  or  destroyed  when  I  did  so.  And  I  find 
from  experience  that  giving  the  books  to  the  Patients  individually, 
reminding  them  at  the  same  time  that  their  name  is  entered  in 
my  Register  against  it,  makes  them  appreciate  the  privilege  of 
having  books  the  more.  When  they  are  not  reading  them,  they 
give  them  to  the  care  of  the  attendants,  or  else  keep  them  in  their 
pockets,  and  consequently  any  one  casually  visiting  the  wards 
might  suppose  that  there  is  a  lack  of  books,  for  their  use.  By 
these  means  I  find  that  we  have  comparatively  few  losses, 
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certainly  not  more  than  the  average  losses  of  a  general  circu¬ 
lating  library.  But  there  are  a  fair  number  of  periodicals, 
and  papeis  placed  in  the  wards  weekly  and  monthly,  for  the 
general  fuse  of  the  Patients.  We  want  some  more  illustrated 
papers,  and  should  be  glad  to  receive  contributions  from  any  one 
who  may  have  old  copies  of  “  Illustrated  London  News,”  either 
bound  or  unbound.  There  were  132  vols  added  this  year  by  the 
grant  given  by  the  Committee  in  June,  so  that  there  are  in  the 
Library  altogether  1,336  vols.,  deducting  the  losses. 

The  attendance  at  the  Holy  Communion  this  year  has  been 
very  good.  The  highest  number  which  communicated  at  one 
time  was  on  the  3th  and  18th  Sundays  after  Trinity,  on  both  of 
which  occasions  40  were  presen c,  18  of  these  being  Patients.  At 
the  other  celebrations  there  were  present  39  twice,  37,  36,  33,  32, 
respectively.  Of  the  Patients  attending  the  Holy  Communion 
10  have  been  discharged,  but  on  the  other  hand  12  new  ones 
have  been  entered  on  the  list  since  my  last  Report.  In  my  private 
visitations  there  has  been  more  than  ordinary  interest  in  the  cases 
which  have  been  specially  brought  under  my  notice. 

The  Burials  which  have  taken  place  in  the  Cemetery  have  been 
33  in  number,  and  have  been  conducted  with  their  usual  solem¬ 
nity. 

The  Wednesday  evening  services  during  Lent  and  Advent  have 
been  continued  this  year  for  the  Officers,  Attendants,  and  others 
connected  with  the  Asylum  3  also  the  Sunday  School  for  Atten¬ 
dants’  children,  the  number  attending  it  being  38. 

Readings,  with  Music,  have  been  commenced  for  the  amuse¬ 
ment  of  the  Patients  5  they  take  place  every  month  during  the 
winter,  on  two  evenings  in  succession,  so  that  both  the  Patients, 
and  also  the  Attendants’  families  and  friends,  may  have  an  op¬ 
portunity  of  being  present.  The  rooms  have  been  tilled  each 
evening,  and  every  one  has  seemed  to  take  great  delight  in  them. 
The  interest  has  been  kept  up,  by  having  some  different  readers 
each  month,  and  the  music  has  been  always  carefully  prepared 
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and  effectively  rendered.  Occasionally  we  have  been  kindly 
helped  by  friends  in  the  neighborhood,  but  mainly  we  have  had 
to  depend  upon  our  own  resources,  and  the  efforts  of  all  to  in¬ 
terest  and  amuse  have  been  much  appreciated.
